The Presse is of the opinion that a 


collision between Bnssia and England 
is inevitable.

Th 
grounds upon which the Departmen 
is asked to interfere with this basines 
are: First—That Wells, Fargo & Co. d 
not charge double rates of postage, an 
consequently the three-cent stampe 
envelopes which they sell for five cenl 
contain often more mail matter tha 
would pass through a Postoffice fo 
three cents; second, that the company 
correspondence between the variou 
banking houses is carried free, and tha 
besides this the Western Union Tel 
graph Company and the Central Facifi 
Railroad have an arrangement with th 
Express Company by which their le 
ters are transported without cost, tha 
depriving the Government of the posl 
age it should receive; third, it is allege 
that about one-fifth of the express com 
pauy's five hundred agents on the Pa 
chic slope are Postmasters, and tha 
they are amenable to the law for selling 
slumped envelopes at higher rates than 
the Government charges. The commit- 
tee of prominent Postoffice Department 
officials, who have been appointed to 
examine this subject will thoroughly ex- 
amine it, but it does not seem to be 
generally expected that they will dis- 
cover buy statute authorizing material 
interference with the existing business,
